In order to compete successfully 
with other, scenic spots however, 
they must have the combined sup¬ 
port of councils and service clubs 
throughout the Pass in putting 
forth a united effort to have the 
Pincher Creek to Bellevue road 
hard-surfaced. No one will deny 
that this section of the highway 
is a disgrace and an insult to the 
motorists residing in this part of 
the province. Dust, pot-holes, 
hair-pin turns and wash-lboard 
make it a night-mare to drive on. 
In a few short months the 1942 
provincial road estimates will be 
drafted. It should be the task 
of Coleman and Blairmore coun¬ 
cils and Pass service clubs to 
take the lead in agitating that 
this highway be hard-surfaced. 

The Alberta Motor Association 
is campaigning to have the prov¬ 
ince earmark all car revenue for 
roada only. Many Pas» motorists 
are members of the A.M.A. and 
it should be an easy matter to 
enlist the association’s aid in agi¬ 
tating for an improved Pincher- 
Creek-Bellevue highway. 

The councils were partly re¬ 
sponsible for getting the Pass 
highway hard-surfaced. Don’t let 
them sit back and rest on their 
laurals. Get organized and get 
action on this highway. Don’t 
let it remain another year in this 
condition.

Mrs. Howard, head of the distrib¬ 
uting agency in Halifax, writes 
that the magazines give many 
pleasant hours of reading and are 
appreciated far more than we can 
ever imagine. The call is for 
22,000 magazines per week. A 
total of 998,000 magazines have 
‘been distributed this year. 

The C.P.R. officials, Joe Plante, 
drayman, and merchants have co¬ 
operated splendidly in providing 
cartons, string and the means of 
getting the magazines to the 
station and off to their destination.

Aluminum Drive 
Here Sept. 12-13 

To help relieve a shortage of 
aluminum, the Department of 
National War Services is asking 
the Red Cross to sponsor the 
collection of aluminum across the 
Dominion. , 

Housewives and school children 
will be asked to co-operate in the 
drive, which will be carried on 
September 12 and 13. Housewives 
are asked not to donate utensils 
which might require replacement 
but to donate only articles that 
are no longer useful. Suggested 
articles are leaky pots and pans, 
utensils burned only in one spot, 
old shoe trees, shakers, golf clulbs, 
broken parts of washing machines 
and sweepers. 

School children wjjjl be asked to 
help in taking the Articles donated 
to their schools, where it will be 
taken over by the Red Cross. 

The Department of National 
War Services has aranged that in 
every place where a campaign is 
conducted, a specially authorized 
person in the metal trade will be 
permitted to buy at a fair price 
to be agreed upon, less the freight 
to the nearest point where the 
aluminum will be used. Proceeds 
will be given to the Red Cross.

Thailand itself is expected by Bri- ’ 
tain to fight if invaded, but British, 
informants are not able to see suchi 
resistance in an optimistic light. The 
Thai air force, it is felt here, would 
worry the Japanese and the Thai ( 
army could offer only brief, though 
spirited, resistance. 

Japan’s probable alternative to j 
military invasion, which would put! 
Japanese troops on the frontiers of 
Burma and the Malay states above 
Singapore, was said here to be in¬ 
filtration by “tourists” and economic 
domination of the Nazi pattern. 

While British diplomatic quarters 
seek to avoid the mention of possible 
military measures, despatches from 


Singapore indicated that British, 
Australian and India forces were pre¬ 
paring for any Japanese thrust in 
Thailand. 

“Thailand is extremely grateful to 
those offering her protection, but 
begs to decline same with thanks," 
the official Thai radio commentator 
declared in Bangkok in apparent 
reference to Japanese allegations of 
British-American machinations aimed 
at Thailand. 

The commentator, without naming 
names, said that as for reports of 
possible occupation of strategic bases 
in Thailand “on the p^pt of those 
offering protection,” Thailand pos¬ 
sesses adequate officers and men to 
look out for her own bases but would 
appreciate the assistance of friendly 
powers in the form of war materials 
which she needs. 

(This cryptic comment apparently 
was both a bid for United States and 
British material aid and a slap at 
Japan, which has been reported seek¬ 
ing bases in Thailand.) 

Political circles here held that con¬ 
cern in Britain and the United 
States for Thailand’s independence 
should deter Japan from provoking a 
crisis.

Tobruk, Libyan strongpoint still in 
British hands, lies as a constant 
threat to the flank of any major 
Axis offensive into Egypt. 

The triumph ln Iraq was one of the 
first brakes put on the vast pincer 
movement with which the Germans 
planned to take Suez and the Cau¬ 
casian oil fields of Russia. 

Other brakes were the fierce re¬ 
sistance of Yugoslavia and Greece 
which cost the Germans “time and 
heavy casualties,” and Crete which 
used up such German forces as air 
troops which would have been vital 
for attacks on Syria and Iraq. 

The British and Free French in¬ 
vasion of the French mandate of 
Syria was “the final blow to the 
whole German Middle Eastern plan.” 

The remaining Italian troops in 
East Africa, specifically Ethiopia, 
are ready for the taking.

No More 
Sliced Bread 

Ottwa, Canada, August 5, 1941- 
Sale of sliced 'loaves, special de¬ 
liveries of bread, and the use of 
either multi-coloured or double 
■wrappers were forbidden today by 
an Order of the Wartime and 
Trade Board which became ef¬ 
fective August 11. 

These measures are being taken, 
according to the Board’s state¬ 
ment, to conserve materials, power, 
and labour which can be used more 
effectively in the national defence 
program. 

On and after Monday next, no 
bread company or retailer will (be 
permitted to make a special de¬ 
livery of broad to householders. 
Double wrapping and slicing of 
bread must also cease on that date. 
Bakers will, however, be permitted 
to use u,p current supplies of 
multi - coloured single wrappers. 
Hereafter wrappers must be print¬ 
ed in not more than one colour 
on a single coloured paper. 

The removal of the wheat pro¬ 
cessing tax anounded la'te last 
■week and these new economies 
in manufacture and delivery 
should, in the opinion of the Board, 
render unnecessary any increase 
in the retail price of bread.

“An officer tells us that the old 
Scouts at N.P.A.M. camps settle 
into camp life like veterans, while 
many of the others find it hard 
to adjust themselves to the rigors 
of camp life. While the fellows 
with Scouting experience do not 
know any more about soldiering 
than the rest, they certainly are 
much more adaptable, and make 
better progress. In camp a man’s 
environment is completely changed, 
and it is hard for him to take the 
change in his stride, and success¬ 
fully begin to absorb the teaching 
that begins as soon as he arrives 
at camp. The old Scouts, with 
sound camp training behind them, 
get right down to business the day 
they move in.”

Good Cattle Fodder } 

Farmers In Britain Finding Rice 
Grass Very Valuable 

Seeds accidentally taken to Eng¬ 
land last century in the holds of 
American sailing ships have given j 
Britain’s farmers a valuable wartime I 
cattle fodder. 

It is rice grass, or Spartina town-1 
sendii, a plant flourishing on coastal! 
raud-flats or river estuaries where 
it prevents the washing away of 
banks by the action of tides and 
currents. Much rice grass has spread I 
naturally, but in recent years exten- i 
sive plantations have been made for 
coastal protection. 

The modern English variety, dis- i 
covered at Hythe, in Southampton! 
water, in 1870, is a cross between, 
the native species and that brought 
from America, and is so vigorous 
that whenever it comes into com- j 
petition with either of its parents 
it eliminates them completely. 

Agricultural experts who have car-1 
ried out cattle feeding trials with 
rice grass have found that under i 
good conditions, it makes splendid 
hay. It is also grazed readily by all 1 
classes of livestock. 

In New South Wales rice grass has 
been planted as fodder in the ex¬ 
tensive saltlands of the Riverina dis¬ 
trict, where it absorbs the overflow 
from artesian wells. 

Experiments with it are also being 
carried out in South Africa, India 
and the Sudan.—St. Thomas Times- 
Joumal.

Jascha Heifetz, concert artist, gave 
an aluminum practise violin to na- 1 
tlonal defence.

The use of aluminum in airplane 
building is well known. Aluminum 
weighs only about a third as much 
as steel. When aluminum and steel 
are combined in an alloy, both 
strength and lightness are achieved. 
So, aluminum alloys are used for 
both the structure and the engines 
of airplanes. Indeed, aluminum is 
said to enter into 90 per cent, of the 
average plane. 

Magnesium is only two-thirds as 
heavy as aluminum—about one- 
quarter of the weight of steel, and 
its alloys are equal in strength, ten¬ 
sile properties and ductility to alumi¬ 
num alloys.
